Income. — Ordinary  Income  at  £51,854  4s.  6d.  compares  with 
£50,703  0s.  0d.,  and  Extraordinary  at  £1,989  18s.  3d.  compares 
with  £5,267  4s.  Id.  The  totals  are  £53,844  2s.  9d.  for  1937,  and 
£55,970  4s.  Id.  for  1936.  The  Hospital  Sunday  Fund  contributed 
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£709  16s.  Od.,  and  Alexandra  Rose  Day  Fund  contributed  £319 
16s.  Od. 

The  Bernhard  Baron  Charitable  Trust  again  included  the 
Hospital  in  its  annual  distribution,  and  the  grant  of  £150  received 
in  December  brings  their  total  contribution  to  £1,335,  for  which 
thanks  are  recorded. 

The  Board  much  appreciate  these  regular  gifts. 

Sheffield  Hospitals  Council  (Inc.). — 1937  saw  a  new  record 
for  the  Hospitals  Council,  with  consequent  benefit  to  the  Royal 
Hospital  of  £38,765.  This  splendid  result  was  only  obtained  by 
much  work  and  devoted  service.  It  is  impossible  to  enumerate 
all,  but  mention  must  be  made  of  those  who  actually  gave  the 
money,  both  workpeople  and  their  employers,  of  those  who  gave 
services,  cashiers  and  wage  office  staffs  who  made  millions  of 
calculations  and  entries,  members  of  Works  Hospital  Committees, 
Contributors’  Delegates,  and  all  those  wTho  have  secured  the 
continued  success  of  the  Id.  in  the  £  Scheme. 

Expenditure. — Ordinary  shows  an  increase — £53,567  2s.  6d., 
against  £48,694  16s.  lid.,  while  Extraordinary  is  lower— £1,305 
12s.  4d.,  against  £2,056  19s.  8d.  The  totals  are  £54,872  14s.  lOd. 
for  1937,  and  £50,751  16s.  7d.  for  1936.  Expenditure  has  exceeded 
income  by  £3,018  10s.  4d.  An  increase  was,  of  course,  expected 
both  for  maintenance  and  for  replacements,  when  the  Miners’ 
Welfare  Block  came  into  use. 

Bank  Overdraft. — Indebtedness  to  the  Bank  has  increased  with 
the  capital  payments  for  buildings  totalling  £51,953  6s.  2d.,  compared 
with  £36,304  19s.  4d.  on  31st  December,  1936.  Tapton  Court 
extensions  cost  £28,400,  less  £5,230  received  in  contributions, 
leaving  £23,170  to  be  financed  by  the  Board.  The  Miners’  Welfare 
Block  has  so  far  cost  £55,722  14s.  Id.,  less  £30,325  10s.  9d.  received 
from  the  Miners’  Welfare  Fund,  etc.,  leaving  a  difference  of 
£25,397  3s.  4d.  also  to  be  financed  by  the  Board. 

Vice-Presidents. — The  Board  record  with  deep  regret  the  death 
on  20th  August,  1937,  of  Mr.  Thomas  Kingsford  Wilson.  He  was 
elected  to  the  Board  in  1896,  became  a  Trustee  in  1897  and  a 
Vice-President  in  1921.  He  took  a  great  personal  interest  in  the 
Hospital,  was  very  regular  in  his  attendance  at  meetings,  and  a 
generous  donor. 

The  Board  also  mourn  the  loss  of  another  Vice-President  by 
the  death  in  November  of  Mr.  Douglas  Vickers,  who  was  elected 
in  1918. 

Members  of  the  Board. — In  November  last  Mr.  Wilfred  Hobson 
resigned  his  seat  on  the  Board  for  health  reasons.  He  had  been 
a  member  since  1914,  and  a  generous  supporter.  The  Board 
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sincerely  regret  losing  a  colleague  who  was  so  devoted  to  the 
interests  and  welfare  of  the  Hospital,  and  tender  to  him  their  thanks 
for  his  valuable  help  and  council. 

Mr.  A.  Gillott  and  Mr.  W.  C.  Emberson  have  succeeded  Mr. 
J.  Eord  and  Mr.  A.  E.  Butcher  as  representative  Contributors. 
Colonel  W.  Middleton  and  Mr.  O’Connor  Fenton  have  also  joined 
the  Board. 

Amalgamation. — An  announcement  has  been  made  in  the 
Press  that  the  Bill  to  promote  amalgamation  between  the  Royal 
Infirmary  and  Royal  Hospital  has  reached  a  further  stage. 

It  should  be  realised  that  the  primary  reason  for  amalgamation 
was  to  join  forces  to  provide  at  the  earliest  possible  moment  urgently 
needed  extensions  on  a  site  near  the  University.  Such  a  site  was 
found  and  good  progress  is  being  made  on  its  acquisition.  It 
surrounds  and  includes  the  area  presented  by  Sir  Charles  Clifford 
for  a  Dental  Department,  which  will  be  among  the  earliest  erections  ; 
a  complete  plan  to  cover  present  and  future  extensions  will  be 
decided  upon.  To  obtain  the  best  plan  well-known  Hospital 
Architects  will  be  invited  to  submit  their  proposals. 

The  understanding  with  the  University  is  that  they  shall  be 
responsible  for  the  erection  of  the  new  Dental  Block  as  soon  as 
the  plans  are  agreed  upon. 

The  consultants  to  the  four  Hospitals  advised  that  the  treatment 
of  cancer  was  second  only  in  urgency  to  the  provision  of  Maternity 
Beds.  It  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  possible  to  erect  an  Institute  on 
the  new  site  to  deal  with  this  malady  at  the  commencement.  The 
Radium  Institute  may  sound  restrictive,  but  already  the  term  is 
used  to  cover  deep  X-Ray  Therapy  and  other  and  every  method 
must  be  used  to  combat  this  enemy  of  mankind.  Continuous 
research  is  needed.  The  Director  had  an  extensive  trip  in  America, 
where  he  made  a  thorough  investigation  in  the  latest  practice. 

Million  Pound  Appeal. — In  raising  this  large  sum  of  money 
Sheffield  should  succeed  despite  the  difficulties.  It  has  been 
planned  to  raise  the  money  on  a  seven-year  basis,  and  every 
advantage  will  be  taken  of  the  system  known  as  “covenanting,” 
whereby  firms  and  private  individuals  undertake  to  spread  their 
donations  over  a  period  of  seven  years,  and  the  Appeal  Fund  may 
thus  gain  by  the  recovery  of  any  Income  Tax  paid  thereon.  The 
scheme  should  secure  a  regular  flow  of  money  which  will  facilitate 
the  building  programme  as  it  progresses. 

With  the  goodwill  and  co-operation  of  the  whole  community 
the  scheme  would  be  assured  of  success. 

The  Voluntary  Hospitals  Commission. — Important  recommen¬ 
dations  were  made  in  connection  with  the  enquiry  made  by  this 
Commission,  and  the  Chairman,  Mr.  F.  M.  Osborn,  has  been 
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appointed  a  Member  of  the  Provisional  Central  Council.  The 
Commission  is  charged  with  important  duties,  including  the  division 
of  the  country  into  Regional  Areas  to  correlate  the  whole  of  the 
Hospital  Services  and  needs  of  the  Regions. 

It  is  desired,  with  the  help  of  the  Public  Authorities,  to  co¬ 
ordinate  the  whole  of  the  Hospital  Services. 

Miners  Welfare  Block. — This  addition  to  and  improvement 
of  the  accommodation  and  amenities  of  the  Hospital  was  opened 
on  Saturday,  the  30th  October,  1937,  by  Her  Grace  the  Duchess 
of  Norfolk,  who  was  accompanied  by  His  Grace  the  Duke  of  Norfolk, 
President  of  the  Hospital.  The  large  company  present  included  a 
representative  body  of  the  South  Yorkshire  District  Miners’  Welfare 
Committee,  together  with  area  representatives,  the  Chairmen  and 
Members  of  the  Boards  and  Staffs  of  the  other  Sheffield  Voluntary 
Hospitals,  and  a  number  of  subscribers  and  contributors.  The 
building  was  planned  by  Mr.  Chas.  B.  Flockton,  Architect,  in 
consultation  with  the  late  Mr.  Thomas  A.  Pole  (of  London), 
Architect,  and  erected  by  Messrs.  W.  G.  Robson,  Ltd.,  Contractors. 
It  is  constructed  of  reinforced  concrete  pillars  and  floors,  the 
panels  between  the  pillars  being  red  brick,  and  windows.  Sun 
balconies  are  a  feature  of  the  south  and  west  sides.  There  are 
seven  floors,  with  78  beds  for  accident,  orthopaedic,  surgical  and 
ear,  nose  and  throat  patients,  and  30  beds  for  paying  patients. 
One  floor  is  devoted  entirely  to  X-Ray  and  Radium  treatment. 
There  are  two  operating  theatres,  and  a  lecture  theatre. 

Although  the  block  has  been  in  use  for  a  short  time  only,  the 
following  conclusions  can  be  drawn  : — 

(a)  That  a  block  of  seven  floors  is  more  conveniently  worked 

than  one  of  three  or  four  ; 

( b )  Time  is  saved  in  service  ; 

(c)  Supervision  is  easier  ; 

( d )  The  higher  wards  are  quieter  and  the  air  is  better  ; 

(e)  Smoke  from  nearby  houses  will  involve  more  cleaning. 

The  furniture  is  principally  of  the  modern  tubular  steel  type. 

Paying  Patients. — The  Charity  Commissioners,  under  date 
14th  September,  1937,  made  an  Order  under  the  Voluntary  Hospitals 
(Paying  Patients)  Act,  1936,  authorising  the  Board  to  receive 
30  paying  patients  at  fees  varying  from  £4  4s.  Od.  to  £10  10s.  Od. 
per  week  per  patient.  The  fees  are  as  follows  : —

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Medical  fees  are  entirely  a  matter  to  be  arranged  between  the 
patient  and  the  Consultant  concerned.  The  fees  for  rooms  do  not 
include  special  private  nurses,  dental,  radium  and  X-Ray  treat¬ 
ment,  fees  to  blood  donors,  expensive  wines  and  spirits,  medical 
electricity  and  massage  and  personal  laundry.  The  day  of  admission 
and  discharge  are  counted  together  as  one  day.  The  nursing  staff 
are  all  trained  and  State  registered.  All  rooms  and  corridors  are 
centrally  heated  and  fitted  with  plugs  for  wireless  reception. 
Bach  room  has  a  fixed  wash-basin  with  hot  and  cold  water.  There 
are  facilities  for  hiring  private  telephones. 

New  Clinics. — Orthopaedic. — An  orthopaedic  and  fracture  clinic 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  J.  B.  Ferguson  Wilson,  who  has  devoted 
much  time  to  this  branch  of  surgery,  has  been  established,  and  a 
full-time  first  Assistant  with  special  knowledge  has  been  appointed. 
The  South  Yorkshire  District  Miners’  Welfare  Committee  are 
deeply  interested  in  this  work  and  are  making  an  annual  grant 
towards  the  cost.  There  is  little  doubt  that  the  duration  of  sick 
leave  will  be  lessened  and  the  loss  to  industry  reduced  by  up-to-date 
orthopaedic  treatment  of  fracture  cases.  The  attention  of  In¬ 
dustrialists  and  Insurance  Companies  to  this  factor  is  directed  in 
the  hope  they  will  consider  giving  the  Clinic  some  financial  support. 

Orthoptic. — Squint,  especially  in  children,  can  be  cured  or 
minimised  if  attended  to  in  the  early  stages  and  on  proper  lines. 
The  Clinic,  which  lias  been  added  to  the  Ophthalmic  Department, 
is  engaged  on  this  work  under  the  direction  of  the  Ophthalmic 
Surgeon  and  a  fully  trained  orthoptist. 

Annexe. — During  the  year  1,265  patients  were  transferred  from 
the  Hospital,  compared  with  1,100  in  1936. 

Zachary  Merton  Home. — Very  considerable  progress  has  been 
made  with  the  erection  of  this  new  Home  adjoining  the  Annexe, 
and  it  will  be  ready  for  opening  in  the  summer  of  1938. 

Linen  and  Clothing  Guild. — The  13th  Annual  Report  is  one  of 
progress.  900  garments  sewn  and  knitted  were  received,  together 
with  many  toys,  books,  etc.  In  addition  a  considerable  amount 
of  money  was  raised  by  whist  and  bridge  drives,  American  Teas, 
etc.  The  open-day  in  August  was  a  great  success. 

After  many  years  of  devoted  and  unselfish  service,  Miss  Wood, 
owing  to  ill-health,  has  retired  from  the  office  of  Chairman,  and 
has  been  succeeded  by  Mrs.  Fred  M.  Osborn.  The  Board  take 
this  annual  opportunity  of  publicly  conveying  to  everyone  associated 
with  the  Finen  and  Clothing  Guild  and  the  Junior  Teague,  their 
thanks  for  valuable  support. 

Samaritan  Society. — The  Board  again  record  their  high 
appreciation  of  the  activities  of  the  Samaritan  Society.  Man}* 
patients  have  reason  to  be  grateful  to  the  Society  and  to  the  Tady 
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Visitors  for  their  unfailing  sympathy  and  for  the  extra  nourishment 
and  comforts  they  provide  so  willingly.  The  Board  and  Honorary 
Staff  are  deeply  thankful  to  the  members  of  the  Samaritan  Society 
for  the  valuable  help  rendered  to  the  patients  both  before  and 
after  treatment.  The  Fifty-second  Report  of  the  Society  is  printed 
at  the  end  of  this  book. 

Wireless  Reception. — Alderman  J.  G.  Graves,  LL.D.,  J.P.,  his 
Co-Trustees,  and  the  Manager  and  Staff  of  his  wireless  department, 
continued  their  maintenance  of  the  apparatus  at  the  Hospital  free 
of  any  expense,  and  the  patients  and  all  associated  with  the  Hospital 
are  most  grateful  for  this  valuable  service. 

Christmas. — The  Ford  Mayor  (Alderman  E.  G.  Rowlinson,  J.P.) 
and  the  Lady  Mayoress,  accompanied  by  the  Master  and  Mistress 
Cutler  (Colonel  and  Mrs.  F.  A.  Neill),  visited  on  Christmas  morning 
every  ward  of  the  Hospital  and  made  a  Seasonable  Greeting  to  the 
patients.  Rotarian  W.  Hardwick  Tasker  represented  the  Rotary 
Club,  and  undertook  the  distribution  of  the  Hospitals  Council 
Christmas  gifts,  while  Miss  D.  Waller,  Miss  Helen  Chapman,  Mr. 
Chas.  H.  Jones  and  Mr.  Harold  Barker  sang  Carols.  The  Board 
convey  to  everyone  who  contributed,  either  in  cash  or  in  kind, 
their  sincere  thanks. 

Laundry. — The  number  of  articles  washed  in  1937  was  444,476, 
at  a  cost,  including  depreciation  of  machinery,  of  £1,861  Is.  lid.,  or 
at  the  rate  of  1.005  pence  per  article. 

Solicitor. — The  Board  wish  to  record  their  best  thanks  to 
Mr.  P.  J.  Blake,  of  Messrs.  Wake,  Smith  &  Fielding,  the  Solicitor 
to  the  Hospital,  for  his  unfailing  help. 

Nurses'  Training  School. — Miss  K.  M.  Clarke,  Assistant  Matron, 
was  appointed  Matron  to  the  Lancaster  Royal  Infirmary  in  April. 
Miss  D.  B.  Grayson,  Sister  Housekeeper,  was  appointed  Assistant 
Matron  in  her  stead.  Miss  Beacock,  Theatre  Sister,  left  in  March 
to  take  a  Health  Visitors’  Course  in  Hull,  and  Miss  Cordery  was 
appointed  Theatre  Sister.  Miss  Dent  was  promoted  from  Junior 
Night  Sister  to  the  charge  of  the  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Ward,  and 
Staff  Nurse  Day  was  promoted  to  the  post  of  Junior  Night  Sister. 
Staff  Nurse  Fairbourn  returned  as  Sister  of  the  Children’s  Ward 
after  training  at  the  Jessop  Hospital  for  Women  and  the  Children’s 
Hospital.  Sister  Mitchell,  women’s  medical  ward,  was  promoted 
to  the  position  of  Night  Sister.  Miss  Slinn,  Sister  in  Charge  of  the 
Fulwood  Annexe,  left  to  be  married  in  September,  and  Miss  M.  M. 
Kennedy,  Sister  Housekeeper,  succeeded  her.  Twenty-six  nurses 
completed  their  training  and  left  the  Hospital.  Probationer  Nurses 
Hilder  and  Hyslop  gained  the  two  Hospital  Gold  Medals  presented 
during  the  year. 
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Twenty-one  nurses  entered  for  their  final  State  Examination 
during  the  year,  and  were  successful.  Nineteen  student  nurses 
entered  and  were  successful  in  their  Preliminary  State  Examination. 
Twenty-three  candidates  received  a  course  of  instruction  in  invalid 
cookery  at  the  Domestic  Science  College  and  gained  their  certificate. 
Four  trained  nurses  from  Denmark  and  Holland  have  received  six 
months  post-graduate  work.  The  College  of  Nursing  scale  of 
salaries  was  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Management  at  a  Meeting 
held  in  November,  and  came  into  force  on  January  1st,  1938. 

The  Annual  Reunion  of  Nurses  was  held  on  April  17th.  Miss 
Earle  and  over  200  past  and  present  nurses  attended. 

On  Alexandra  Rose  Day  the  Nursing  Staff  collected  £214  Os.  Id. 

The  Sports  Club  continues  its  activities,  and  the  members  show 
great  enthusiasm. 

The  “Fisher''  Cup  for  tennis  was  presented  to  Nurse  Linacre  on 
September  16th,  by  Miss  Fisher. 

The  Annual  Sports  Club  outing  took  place  on  June  3rd  and 
June  10th,  and  the  visits  to  Blackpool  were  enjoyed. 

Coronation  Day  was  very  happily  celebrated  in  the  Hospital  by 
patients  and  staff.  The  wards  were  fitted  throughout  with  loud 
speakers  by  and  through  the  kindness  of  Messrs.  J.  G.  Graves,  and 
the  patients  were  delighted  to  be  able  to  listen  in  to  the  Service 
and  other  special  interests  of  the  day.  A  souvenir  programme  was 
given  to  each  patient  in  the  Hospital  by  Messrs.  Philco  Ltd.  A 
special  “Coronation”  tea  was  given  to  all,  and  the  Staff  were  given 
an  extra  day  off  duty. 

Nursing  Service. — The  Minister  of  Health  and  the  President 
of  the  Board  of  Education  have  appointed  an  Inter-Departmental 
Committee  to  enquire  into  : — 

Arrangements  at  present  in  operation  with  regard  to  the 
recruitment,  training,  registration  and  terms  and  conditions 
of  service,  of  persons  engaged  in  nursing  the  sick,  and  to 
report  whether  any  changes  in  those  arrangements  or  any 
other  measures,  are  expedient  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining 
an  adequate  service  both  for  institutional  and  for  domiciliary 
nursing. 

The  Earl  of  Athlone  will  be  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  and 
other  members  include  Sir  Arthur  J.  Hall,  formerly  Professor  of 
Medicine  in  the  University  of  Shef field  and  Consultant  Physician 
at  this  Hospital. 

The  Board  already  have  adopted  the  College  of  Nursing  scale 
of  salaries,  and  will  consider  proposals  for  a  96-hour  fortnight  for 
the  nursing  staff  as  and  when  the  supply  of  nurses  is  available. 
At  present  the  shortage  of  nurses  is  such  as  to  delay  the  opening 
of  the  Pay  Beds  for  use.

Annual  Rag  of  University  and  College  of  Art  Students.  The 

proceeds  of  the  1937  “Rag”  were  given  to  the  Hospital  for  the 
purchase  of  equipment  for  the  new  Accident  and  Orthopaedic  Ward. 
The  Board  record  their  best  thanks  for  the  £1,700  received,  as  the 
result  of  much  hard  work. 

New  Drugs  and  Surgical  Dressings.-  The  comprehensive  stock 
of  drugs  maintained  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  patients  in 
this  Hospital  becomes  greater  and  more  varied  each  year.  Many 
new  preparations  have  been  tried  in  the  past  year  ;  some  have 
.  proved  their  worth,  and  others  failed  to  warrant  their  substitution 
for  older  ones.  It  is  essential  that  any  new  preparation  worthy 
of  consideration  and  trial  be  available  for  use  in  the  specialised 
treatment  carried  on  in  this  Institution,  and  unless  this  policy  is  in 
operation  on  a  reasonable  scale,  many  of  the  outstanding  drugs 
which  are  now  established  and  universally  prescribed,  could  never 
have  become  the  blessing  they  are  to  humanity. 

Drugs,  Chemical  and  Surgical  Dressing  Needs  of  1937. — Apart 
from  the  variety  of  drugs  and  preparations  intended  for  specialised 
treatment  and  used  relatively  in  small  quantities,  there  is  the 
important  section  which  includes  those  substances  required  for 
routine  purposes  in  very  large  quantities.  In  the  past  year,  1,400 
gallons  of  Methylated  Spirit,  182  gallons  of  Methylated  /Ether, 
500  lbs.  of  Pure  /Ether,  138  gallons  Nitrous  Oxide,  180  lbs.  Chloro¬ 
form,  190  gallons  Hydrogen  Peroxide,  22  gallons  local  anaesthetic, 
were  needed  to  meet  surgical  requirements.  Infant  and  invalid 
foods  constituted  a  large  class,  which  includes  Glucose  17  cwts., 
Milk  Food  2,510  tins,  and  Cod  Fiver  Oil  and  Malt  preparations 
4,032  lbs.,  or  nearly  two  tons.  Well-known  substances  enter  into 
the  composition  of  the  medicines  dispensed.  Amongst  these  are  : 
Bismuth  4  cwts.,  Olive  Oil  75  gallons,  Epsom  Salts  3J  cwts., 
Glycerine  \  ton,  Barium  Sulphate  4J  cwts.,  Liquid  Paraffin  270 
gallons,  Liquid  Cascara  17  gallons,  to  mention  only  a  few.  Tablets 
form  a  very  convenient  way  of  administering  drugs,  and  1,019,970 
were  prescribed  for  various  purposes.  Insulin  is  also  a  big  item, 
1,055,000  units,  or  10,550x  100  unit  bottles  being  needed,  and 
Liver  Extract  used  was  equivalent  to  17  cwts.  of  fresh  liver. 
Of  the  dressings  there  is  cotton  wool,  of  which  1J  tons  is  needed. 
White  Gauze  and  Muslin  measuring  70,400  yards,  or  approximately 
40  miles,  and  cotton  bandages  which,  laid  end  to  end,  would  stretch 
from  .Sheffield  to  London,  and  number  50,450.  Elastoplast 
bandages  were  first  tried  out  here  several  years  ago,  and  are  now 
universally  used.  Recently,  another  form  of  white  open  wove 
bandage  (which  possesses  the  unique  feature  of  adhering  only  to 
its  own  fabric  and  not  to  the  skin,  obviating  the  use  of  safety  pins 
or  tying)  was  introduced.  A  ribbon  gauze  impregnated  to  act  as 
haemostatic  packing  is  another  recent  introduction. 
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Manufacture  of  Medical  and  Surgical  Preparations— The  dis¬ 
pensing  of  prescriptions  and  the  supply  of  the  many  commodities 
to  the  wards  and  other  departments  of  the  Hospital,  does  not  by 
any  means  constitute  the  entire  activities  of  the  dispensary.  Where 
practicable  the  components  required  for  dispensing  prescriptions 
are  made  in  the  dispensary  laboratory.  Some  of  the  most  important 
items  of  manufacture  during  the  year  1937  are  : — 650,000  tablets 
made,  out  of  a  total  of  1,019,970  prescribed.  This  is  an  increase 
of  165,000  tablets  manufactured  as  compared  with  the  previous 
year’s  figures,  and  an  approximate  saving  of  £240  on  purchasing 
costs.  The  dental  and  local  anaesthetic  solutions  were  not  so  great 
as  the  previous  years.  Altogether  22  gallons  were  needed,  resulting 
in  a  saving  of  £167  12s.  2d.  673  gallons  of  distilled  water,  220 

gallons  of  various  emulsions,  809  pints  of  intravenous  glucose 
solutions,  6  cwts.  of  compound  powders,  1,360  pints  of  lemon 
syrup  are  a  few  worth-while  preparations  because  of  the  saving  in 
cost  which  results,  and  also  the  quality  and  freshness  obtainable 


by  hospital  manufacture.

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Report  of  the  Royal  Hospital  Samaritan  Society, 

193  7. 


The  Samaritan  Society  presents  its  Fifty-second  Report,  and  they  are 
very  glad  to  welcome  back  their  Honorary  Secretary  after  her  six  months’ 
enforced  absence  owing  to  illness. 

The  work  of  the  Society  has  continued  steadily  during  the  last  twelve 
months,  and  many  urgent  cases  have  been  dealt  with  immediately.  As  in 
past  years  several  patients  have  required  assistance  on  leaving  the  Hospital, 
usually  in  the  form  of  extra  nourishment,  to  tide  them  over  until  other  help 
can  be  obtained  for  them.  Diabetics  have  needed  and  received  our  help 
with  their  special  expensive  diets.  Grants  have  also  been  made  to  patients 
towards  the  cost  of  artificial  teeth  and  spectacles. 

The  work  of  the  Society  is  now  spread  over  a  much  larger  area,  as  many 
of  the  patients  come  from  the  new  estates.  This  makes  it  difficult  for  the 
cases  to  be  visited  as  quickly  as  we  should  like.  The  Committee  would 
greatly  appreciate  the  help  of  friends  who  have  motor  cars  and  who  could 
spare  a  little  time  to  take  the  visitors  to  the  outlying  parts  of  Sheffield. 

Unfortunately  the  Society  has  again  lost  more  subscribers  this  year. 
The  Hon.  Treasurer  would  be  very  grateful  for  more  funds  so  that  the  work 
can  be  extended.  Also,  gifts  of  old  clothes  would  be  much  appreciated. 

The  Committee  are  glad  to  welcome  two  new  members  :  Mrs.  Edith  E. 
Burrows  and  Mrs.  Cassere. 


REPRESENTATIVE  CASES. 

C.  B. — A  young  man  with  a  wife  and  three  children.  He  became  blind 
in  one  eye  when  a  boy.  Some  months  ago  when  at  work,  a  splinter  flew 
into  the  good  eye.  For  some  time  he  was  quite  blind,  but  is  now  gradually 
getting  better  and  hopes  are  entertained  that  he  may  soon  recover  his  sight. 
The  Society  helped  the  family  with  groceries,  etc. 

Mrs.  T. — A  diabetic  patient,  whose  husband  died  in  October.  Help 
was  given  by  the  Society  to  provide  her  special  diet  until  arrangements 
could  be  made  for  her  to  receive  help  from  permanent  sources. 

Mrs.  M. — Had  to  have  a  serious  operation.  Her  husband  was  un¬ 
employed.  The  Society  helped  with  extra  nourishment  for  several  weeks 
before  the  operation  and  again  when  she  returned  home,  until  she  regained 
her  strength.

RULES 


For  the  Management  of  the  Samaritan  Fund. 


I.  NAME 

The  Name  shall  be  “The  Samaritan  Fund,’’  in  connection 
with  the  Sheffield  Royal  Hospital 

II.  MANAGEMENT  : — 

The  Fund  shall  be  under  the  management  of  the  Committee 
of  Lady  Visitors  appointed  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
above  Hospital. 

III.  COLLECTIONS 

All  Members  of  the  Committee  shall  aid  in  collecting  funds. 

IV.  OFFICERS  : — 

The  Officers  shall  consist  of  a  Treasurer,  whose  duties  shall  be  : — 

(1)  To  supply  and  keep  account  of  Relief  Tickets  ; 

(2)  To  pay  all  accounts  quarterly,  and  to  keep  an  account 

of  the  Funds. 

And  a  Secretary,  whose  duties  shall  be  : — 

(1)  To  summon  Meetings  ; 

(2)  to  keep  the  Minutes,  etc.,  etc. 

V.  MEETINGS 

Meetings  shall  be  held  quarterly.  Three  shall  form  a  quorum. 

VI.  RELIEF  TICKETS 

Relief  Tickets  shall  be  supplied  to  the  Home  Visitors  by  the 
Treasurer  on  application.  Each  Ticket  shall  be  of  value 
not  exceeding  5/-  during  present  high  prices. 

VII.  INVESTIGATION:— 

No  Relief  Ticket  shall  be  given  unless  the  Home  Visitor  who 
signs  the  ticket  can  vouch  that  the  case  has  been  in¬ 
vestigated  and  found  to  be  suitable. 

VIII.  GOODS  OBTAINED 

The  goods  which  may  be  ordered  may  be  Groceries,  Meat,  Milk, 
Coal,  and  any  other  article  which  it  may  be  decided  to  add 
to  this  list  by  mutual  consent  of  any  three  members  of  the 
Committee. 

IX.  TRADESMEN 

The  Treasurer  shall  supply  the  following  Notice  to  the  Trades¬ 
men  employed  : — 

(1)  No  Ticket  is  to  exceed  5/-  in  value. 

(2)  The  Tickets  are  not  to  be  accepted  unless  duly  signed 

by  the  Hon.  Treasurer. 

(3)  The  accounts  are  to  be  sent  to  the  Treasurer  quarterly.
